Thin ovening I mot sovoral, officers just ro- 
turned: from Langson, and I roceived an account 
of tha doings of the Chinoao troops in thot 
quarter. General Shin, who was progont on the 
frontier whon-the French crossed it into Kwang- 
ai, says that the Pronch had anade such an im- 
prossion of their prosvass on tha Chinoaa troops 
that it was impossible to porsuade thom to atand 
fight with onything like steadiness, In, thin| 
instanca the most redoubtoblo Chiness Generals 
with the Kwang-si contingent bad been driven 
from ono position after anothor, or, having boon 
ontflanked by the Pronch advance on Lang- 
son, felt their position so unsafe, that they wore 
all on the point of retiring entiraly. Tho French 
had, however, bocomo ao very impradont by thelr 
success, that small bodics of them ventured 
across the frontier ang made an attack on sonie 
nntried troops, Twenty odd Fronchmon tooka 
storkade, and the Colonol ef tho battalion whore 
stockade had thus been takon offered ton thou- 


twoor.thres hundred, for the rocupturo of the 
lost work. No onv ventured to advance, on which 
he threw off his coat: and advanced followell by 
hia ton, who recaptured tha stockade vary easily. 
This rostored confidence in the Chinese troops, 
and thoy thoreforo advanood boldly, following 
up the small parties of French-troops; and 
Whang Té-Pong, who as usual had managed to 
elade o rub with the French, advaneod rapidly 
on the flank of the retreating columns and cap- 
tured their ammanition aud commisyariat train, 
consisting of a grout nember of mulo loadsa of 
all the meoggsarisa of war, Ths Fronch thus 
deprived of their supplies were, of course, placed 
aja great disadvantage, ond retired hurriedly 
before the advancing Chinese, Fortunately for 
the Fronch, the abandonment of their boggage 
and military chest, with three hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, which they cast into a stream, 
proved sufficiently altractive to the Chinese to 
induce thom to secure the loot rathor than oa. 
vance on the retreating Freuch any farther, and 
had the Fronch mado another movo forward they 
would have recovered their lost position and 
much of tho spoils, which tho Chinoso woro ap- 
propriating to themselves at thoir leisura, Tho 
Chinese, however, advanced to within a day's 
march. of Bac-ninh, and miglt probably hare 
recovered Hanoi, if well led. Shén says thot 
the Fronch lost about one thousand men on that 
occasion, and that they owo the-wafety of the 
rast of the force'to theyfact that their military 
stovas -proved: too great a temptation for the

THE EARTHQUAKE (N CASMMERE. | 
A correspondant at Srinuggar, dosoribing the 
recent dizastroua earthquake in Cashmere in a 
letwr toon up-country paper, bays — 
T was awaksnad by the violent shaking of the 
house, which groaned and recled like soma ship 
in a cyclone, "It seomod porfoct darkness ; large 
fragments of plaster ‘and débrés from. the roof 
wore falling roaud me, and as [ stood in the door- 
way for refuge, the heaving seemed momentarily 
to incroase, till it sormod asif mothing coal? savo 
total and overmbolming rain. Ag suddenly as. 
it came, it comzed. Other and milder shocks 
qnickty followed. Tt was three o'clock. Tho 
clock had stopped at that hour. “With daylight 
came news of disaster, ‘The cavalry lines had fal- 
lon in; and burisd a whole regimont. In the city, 
the intensity of tho shook seoemed.to have bsen 
greatest on tho: left bank.above the third bridge 
Wo wont straight to the barracks behind the 
City Palace. The whole ofthoso forming the back 
wall of the aquare had fallon; not morely injured. 
but utterly destroyed,—ashapeless mass of timber” 
and mud. Hero wo came to some of the injur- 
ed. The first waa a man with a broken spine; 
the next bad his head crushed, Araund them 
theit-tolatives wore quietly sorrowing. Then 
wd cama to some dead bodies laid out. Again 
(0.s0m more injured. Many were’ still being 
dug from the débris, but as tho minutes passed 
fewer and fowor came out alive. The wounded 
wora boing attendad to, and thea -who required 
spocial traatmont were being sent to the city hos 
pital.. Dr. Lenhy, ‘having placed his services at 
the disposal of the Governor, was givon- charge 
of all tho arrangements. Tents wore pitohed on 
the meadow ontside the hospital, and eaa.the 
wounded arrived'in boats or on charpoys, they 
were quickly tended to by Dr. Leahy and the 
native doctor, sided by she staff of the Mission 
Hospital. At the cavalry barracks thero (was 
still greater ruin; at Loaat trrouty sepoys had boon 
killed, and os the euperinonmbent mrss of 
timabor and earth were removed, the horses were
